ROYAL HOSPITAL FOR INCURABLES, 


A meeting of the Board of Governors of the 
Royal Hospital for Incurables was held at the 
hospital on Tuesday morning, 18th inst., at 9.30 
o'clock, Sir Walter H. Boyd, Bart., K.C. (Chair- 
man), presiding. There were 306 Governors present 
at this meeting. 

The proceedings of the last meeting of the 
Board were read. confirmed and signed. Apologies 
were received from a number of Governors unable 
to be present. | 

Before proceeding with the business of the day 

the Chairman made sympathetic reference to the 
recent demise of Dean Dunne, and the following 
resolution was passed in silence, all present stand. 
ing: 
“The Board of Governers of the Royal Hospital 
for Incurables, at this their first meeting, extend 
their deep sympathy to Miss Dunne in-the loss she 
has sustained through the death of her brother, 
Right Rev. Monsignor J. J. Dunne, P.P. V.G., who 
was a Life Governor for twenty years. Durting 
this period the late Dean took a deep practical 
interest in the werk of the hospital and in the 
welfare of the patients, and regularly attended all 
meetings of the Board. 

“As well as being kindly and sympathetic to 
all his friends here, the Dean was a most liberal 
subscriber to the funds.”’ 

Miss Redington Roche, Miss Stoney, David 
Mitchell, Esq., and J. P. Collins, Esq., having kindly 
consented to act, were appointed Visiling Governors 
for the month.

GIRL’S EVIDENCE 

Miss Mary Cronin described to the Court 
a visit to her home by masked men on Sun- 
day night, November 18th. Three of them 
had weapons in their hands. They asked if 
the Volunteer was in, and were told that he 
was not. Then his uniform was asked for, 
and, on being told that witness and her 
father did not know where it was, the men 
asked if they might search for it. Her father 
said they could, She got a candle, and the 
men went into a room, and she saw them 
take the breeches of the uniform. As they 
left the house they said: ‘‘ Don’t put your 
heads outside for an hour.” 

Her brother, Patrick Cronin, who said he 
was a member of the Volunteer Force, was 
at a dance on the night of the raid. He saw 
three of the accused—Collins, Stack and 
Mahony--at the dance during the night.

A youth who had a surgical dressing on 
his scalp, John Molyneux, told the Court 
that on December 8th two men came to the 
house of his father, and he heard them de- 
mand his brothers Volunteer uniform, 
‘The taller of the two went on.a search. 
He had something in his hand which ap- 
peared to be a revolver,” continued the wit- 
ness. .‘‘ I followed him into the room where 
the uniform was and pulled the mask from 
his face. We tussled, and he struck me on 
the head with the revolver. The bandage on 
my head is the result of the blow I received, 
I was dazed, and the man took the uniform 
and ran away. I did not recognise him, as 
the room was dark.’’ 

The man who remained at the door had 
ae in his hand which looked.like a

PLANNED IN DANCE HALL 
Inspector Alfred J. Flood, Limerick, read 
statements made and signed by the accused 
which implicated them in the raids. Stack 
had said that the raid on Cronin’s house was 
planned in a dance hall, and that Collins had 
a toy revolver. and Mahony a toy rifle. 
Collins’s statement described his striking of 
John Molyneux with the toy revolver.

The family of the Earl of Granard, 
whose daughter, Lady Moira Forbes, will 
be married to-day, originally belon to 
Scotland. The first Forbes ancestor of 
note was the Hon. Patrick Forbes, who 
was armour bearer to King James III. of 
Scotland, and was known as ‘ Trail the 
Axe.” Sir Arthur Forbes, the first Baron, 
settled in Ireland about 1620, when he re- 
ceived a grant of lands in Longford. Later

he became the first Earl of Granard. In. 


1641 Castle Forbes was besieged, when it 
was defended by Lady Hamilton, a con- 
nection by marriage of the Forbes family. 
Sir Bernard Arthur William Patrick 
Hastings Forbes, the eighth and present 
Earl of Granard, has quite an array of 
titles to his name. One of these is Baron 
Clanehugh, and another Baron Granard 
of Castle Donnington, Leicester, while a 
third one makes him Baron of Nova 
Scotia. He has also a formidable array 
of decorations and Orders: In 1910 he was 
Ambassador to ;almost every Court im 
Europe, to which he was sent to announce 
the accession of King George. The Earl 
of Granard has made a very nice gesture 
to this country in having both his 
daughters married from Castleforbes. With 
Forbes House in London and another in 
the Rue de Varenne, Paris, he could have 
had his family celebrations in either of 
those two cities. The Earl is a member 
of the French Jockey Club. 


Roadside Fires 


Roadside fires may lend a cheery note 
of warmth to a wintry landscape, but 
they provide a very real source of danger 
to the passing motorist. A spark from 
a workman’s brazier has been known to 
set a car alight, and it would be well if 
users of ail things would exercise or- 
dinary care to prevent, the wind carrying 
stray sparks across the highway. But hoh- 
day-makers are, perhaps, the worst 
offenders in this respect, and it is often 
necessary for the motorist to take his 
‘life in his hands, and make a dash for 
it, on country roads where wood fires 
blaze and crackle, and send forth volumes 
of spark-laden smoke. There is small 
excuse for such thoughtlessness in this 
age of vacuum flasks and spirit stoves; 
but, in districts where notices forbidding 
the lighting of fires on private property 
are erected, it is a very usual practice, I 
have noticed fires on the public road 
many times passing through the lovely 
valley of Glendhu, where the trees grow 
close to the roadway. The danger to pri- 
vate. property is scarcely minimised by 
keeping just within the letter of the law; 
and, though at this time of the year the 
danger is not so great, there is still 
the safety of the motorist to think of, 
who, after all, pays considerably more 


for the use of the highway than does the 


care-free ‘‘ hiker.’” 


Measuring Sleep 


When you rise in the morning you may 


think that you have slept like a log, but 


an American scientist, Dr. A. A. Laird, 
has invented an instrument which would 
possibly prove you quite wrong; for by its 
means he can tell just how well a subject 
The inventor calls his device a 


corder). Apart from the name, his imven- 
tion is Guite simple. A small brass plate 
attached to the top of the mattress is 
connected by a rod and line, with a writing 
lever which records the slightest movement 
of the sleeper on a paper tape, which 
moves at the rate of three-quarters of an 
inch per minute. With the aid of his 
device Dr. Laird has discovered that the 
average sleeper moves about ten times an 
hour, while one subject experimented with 
moved more than twenty-five times per 


hour. Dr. Laird has also proved that the 
right kind of light meal—cereals, for 
instance—eaten before retiring 1s con- 


ducive to calm and beneficial sleeping. 


Ghe Lamb Centenary 


It will be exactly one hundred years 
on the 27th of this month since the death 
of the great essayist, who is likely for 
ever to remain one of the best-loved figures 
in the whole pageant of English literature. 
Charles Lamb was born in the Temple on 
the 10th February, 1775, and during his 
lifetime he never strayed far from the 
pleasant and secluded regions which lie 
between Fleet street and the Embank- 
ment. At the age of eight he was sent 
to Christ’s Hospital, where he had as a 
companion the “ poor, friendless boy ” 
who was afterwards known to fame as 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge. Both Coleridge 
and Lamb were greatly influenced by the 
training of. the headmaster, Boyer, a 
severe disciplinarian, but an © excellent 
classical scholar. In 1792 Lamb obtained 
a clerkship in the East India House, and 
remained in that service for over thirty 
years. Literature was always a spare time 
employment with him, yet his most im- 


with which his ‘‘enfranchised

The tragédy which marred his life was a 
cruel one; Mary Lamb killed her mother 
in a moment of madness, and there are 
few actions in the record of self-sacrifice 
more touching than the life-long devotion 
which Charles showed to his sister, w 
remained subject to intervals of insanity. 
For a long time they lived in poverty, 
since it was not until the publication of 
the “Essays of Elia” in the London 
Magazine that Lamb found himself 
famous, although he had written a book 
of verse and ‘‘ Tale of Rosamund Gray 
and Blind Margaret,” which drew high 
praise from Shelley. 


Essauist and Critic 


It would be difficult to say what con- 
stitutes the peculiar charm of the 
“Mssays of Elia,’’ unless we attribute it 
to some quality intimately associated 
with the rsonality of the writer, 
Lamb’s ce has been described as 
eclectic, but the truth would seem to be 
that he.could suit his style to his sub- 
ject, so that at one time we find him 
echoing the sonorous periods of Sir 
Thomas Browne, while in other moods 
he can be as direct as Swift or Defoe. 
He had an extraordinary capacity for 
apt allusion and quotation; witness the 
lines from Milton used to illustrate the 
essay on Chimney-Sweeps.. Small boys 
were sent up chimneys to clean them in 
those days, and the essayist describes 
their white teeth shining through sooty 
lips : 


“As when a sable cloud 
Turns forth her silver lining on the night.” 
As a. critic of literature and the drama 
Lamb possessed even more insight than 
Hazlitt, and must rank among the 
greatest. His ‘‘ Specimens of the English 
Dramatic Poets’? is a magnificent intro- 
duction to the study of those Elizabethan 
writers who, if they were not equal to 
Shakespeare, were at least minor 
luminaries in the same constellation. 


Personal Characteristics 


In spite of the fact that more interest 
has been taken in Lamb than in any other 
figure in English literature since Samuel 
Johnson, no very clear portrait emerges 
from the records of those who knew him. 
It is probable that his personality was 
somewhat elusive. Talfourd recalls “a 
light form so fragile that it seemed as if 
a breath would overthrow it; in the face 
deep thought striving with humour, and 
lines of suffering wreathed into cordial 
mirth.”” His wit was rapid and playful, 
and occasional gibes at his friends seem 
to have held little bitterness. ‘‘Charles,”’ 
said Coleridge one evening, “did you 
ever hear me preach?”’ “TI never heard 
you do anything else! ’’ came the instant 
retort. On another occasion Wordsworth 
was attempting to prove that any capable 
poet, provided with “ The Historie of 
Hamblet,’’ could have written Shakes- 
peare’s tragedy. “Ha!” said Lamb, 
“listen to Wordsworth telling us that he 
could have written ‘ Hamlet’ if he’d had 
the mind!” Carlyle, who met Lamb on 
one occasion, thought him a “ sorry 
phenomenon,’’ but it is probable that the 
essayist was out of sympathy with the 
Sage. When he had no great opinion of 
certain people he often set himself 
deliberately to play the buffoon, and the 
explanation of the Carlyle incident may 
be found in the essay which records the ' 
fact that Lamb spent a great part of his 
life trying to like Scotsmen, but never 
quite succeeded.

“The incidence of the tax seems unjust. 
The charge of 6d. per lb. is prohibitive as 
far as plants which ll to be imported with 
balls of earth are concerned, and also for 
specimen trees and shrubs. It also seriously 
hampers the introduction of new plants and 
fruits. Your Council already has had several 
conferences, and asked for readjustments and 
clearer definitions. A special appeal is now 
in course of preparation, and any instances 
of hardship would strengthen that appeal.” 
The report stated that the finances of the 
Society were very satisfactory; the member- 
ship had increased, and was now the highest 
on record. 


NEW AND RARE PLANTS 


The Chairman (Dr. Ldoyd Praeger), moving 
the adoption of the rt, said that there 
was very great hope that a relaxation would 
be secured in the new duty in regard to new 
or rare plants. He thought it very likely 
that if the Society could introduce some 
guarantee scheme new or rare plants would 
be allowed into the country free of duty.

The Board of Visitors of the National 
Museum, Dublin, in their annual report, 
state that they wrote to the Minister for 
Education + pe they had learned by reports 
in the public Press and otherwise that a 
proposal had been put forward to transfer a 
considerable part of the Irish folk culture 
and art and industrial divisions from the 
National Museum to the buildings of the 
Viceregal Lodge in the Phoenix Park. 
stated :—'' The visitors hope that before any 
steps are taken to give effect to such a pro- 
posal they may have an opportunity of fully 
considering it with such reports as ‘may be 
made by the keepers of the divisions, in 
order that they may offer the Government 
such observations as may appear to them to 
be in the public advantage in this connec- 
tion.” 

No reply was received from the Minister. 

A decrease in the attendance at the 
National Museum by 60,367 as compared with 
the year of the Eucharistic Congress is noted 
in the report. The actual attendance was 
350,530. A suggestion is repeated that the 
Museum should be open to the public at least 
on one oe r week, and that periodical 
lectures should be given in a hall provided 
for the purpose. 

Among the acquisitions to the Museum 
during the year were several hundred axes 
and bronze swords, pv one very fine 
specimen discovered during dredging opera- 
tions in the Shannon by the E.8.B,

Sir,—From the report of the proceedings 
of the Howth Urban Council, which appears 
im your columns to-day, it is evident that 
there is a serious misunderstanding as to the 
meaning of the resolutions of which I had 
iven notice for last Monday’s meeting of 
ublin County Council, and which have been 
postponed until the next meeting, in order 
to ensure full compliance with legal for- 
malities. 

The resolutions involve no change what- 
ever in administration. Their only effect, 
when adopted, will be to put the Town and 
Regional Planning Act into force for the 
coastal area from the boundary to Howth 
northwards to Balbyiggan. Until the resolu- 
tions are adopted neither the County Council 
nor the County Board of Health can exercise 
control over the development of seaside re- 
sorts, which are notoriously suffering per- 
manent injury from unregulated building 
operations. 

May I add the suggestion that Howth 
Urban Council should at once take similar 
steps in order that they may be in a position 
to co-operate with the County Council in 
the work of preparing a survey and planning 
scheme ior the whole of the coastal area.—

Referring to the sales of cattle and dairy 
produce, Mr. Cosgrave said that it required 
more than quality; they must have goodwill 
and pay attention to the market. They 
listened to the Minister for Agriculture be- 
moaning the small price that there was for 
Irish butter, and they now saw the Danes 
securing almost twice the price they were 
getting. One could not but wonder what 
they had a Min‘ster for Agriculture or an 
Executive Cotinril for. - 

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE—Did you ever succeed in rais- 
ing the price’ 

Mr. COSGRAVE said that they had suc- 
ceeded not only in increasifig the price, but 
-1n increasing the quality. Under his Govern- 
ment they always had a price far in excess 
of New Zealand, and there was never the 
aifference between 69s. and 127s. He 
challenged anybody to say that ever in the 
history of this country there was that 
difference between the price of Irish and 
Danish butter. (Laughter from the Govern- 
ment benches.) 

Mr. COSGRAVE said that the jeering 
showed the interest the Fianna Fail Party 
took in the subject. The economic change 
was not warranted or justified in breaking an 
enormous section of the country, and making 
others rich. They had a statement recently 
irom an official of the Government that the 
prices of cattle were such that the people 
could not carry on,. They had two Adminis- 
trations endeavouring to prevent breaches of 
the jaw on both sides of the border, and 
during the time that the Government were 
trying to make this a self-contained and 
sufficient State the export of cattle to the 
Northern markets was far in excess of what 
it had been during the last three years. The 
Minister for Agriculture had increased the 
grass capacity cf the country, and they also 
had the extraordinary fact that there had 
been more Savings Certificates paid out than 
had been got in, The rate collections were 
never so bad as they were at the present 
moment, and the money made available in 
relief of agricultural rates was never less 
than it had been for the last four years. 

It was common knowledge that never had 
there been such Government activity in con. 
nection with the collection of iand annuities 
as during the last twelve months. : 

Mr. DAVIN I[Lab., Leix-Offaly)—What 


about the activity on your side? 


A MINISTER’S JOB 

Mr. COSGRAVE said the activity on the 
Government side was under consideration at 
the moment During the previous Adminis- 
tration four or five thousand persons were 
brought into court annually, but that was 
now about the number of warrants jssued in 
each county to the sheriff, They were told 
there was a conspiracy net to pay annuities 
and rates, but nine farr-srs were tried and 
there was no conviction. If there was such 
a conspiracy what were the courts for? The 
bailiffs he repeated, were never so busy as at 
the present moment, and it was no credit 
to anybody, but a matter for general regret. 

The present econo éc¢ situation, he con- 
tinued, had given rise to disorder and un- 
employment People with cattle to sell could 
ot dispose of them at an economic price, 
It was the Minister's job to solve that 
situation. Could thev have a better right to 
sell their guais in Great Britain than people 
who were only buying a fraction of what 
they were buying from that country? 


LESS UNEMPLOYMENT 

Mr. SEAN LEMAB8S, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, suggested that Deputy Cos- 
grave should have sought his information 
from a more reliable seurce and thus avoided 
making a foolish speech. His statements 
were obviously inovrrect. . Unemployment 
could not be rapidly increasing unless people 
in employment were losing that employment 
and registering at the labour exchanges. 
There had, in fact, been an increase in em- 
ployment, and statistics were available to 
establish that beyond doubt. An increase in 
unemployment did not necessarily mean 4 
decrease in employment. The number of 
employment insurance stamps had increased. 
The number of persors employed in insurable 
occupations in 1932-33 was 1 (000 more than 
in 1931-32 and 10,000 more in 1933-34 than 


in 1932-35. sh 

There were, said the Minister, more people 
in work to-day than ever and less unemploy- 
ment. The number of vacancies filled by the 
labour exchanges in 1931 was 17,000, while 
in 1932-—the first year of office of the Fianna 
Fail Government—the number of vacancies 
filled was 100, That, he contended, was 
the result of added inducement to register.

GOVERNMENT’S INEPTITUDE 

Mr. F. MacDERMOT (U.I., Roscommon) 
said that they should get out of their heads 
the view that the export of cattle was a 
modern imperialistic innovation. Cattle were 
always regarded as the sign and symbol of 
wealth in this country, and there was no 
logical connéction between a decrease in the 
population and the cattle export trade. He 
was in favour of other forms of agriculture 
than live stock, and he was in favour of other 
forms of industry; but he denied that the 
destruction of the live stock trade was neces- 
sary to bring about prosperity in sther 
branches of industry. The enormously 
“aig sap which the Free State held in 
the British markets had been thrown away by 
the ineptitude of the present Governinert. 
largely as a result of a false economic and 
political philosophy. In addition, every 
citizen earning his living was being taught 
to depend upon the Government, and that 
also was a false step, for it meant the extin- 
guishing of initiative, thrift, and individual 
inflependence in the country. 

The root defect of Ivish Republicanism was 
that it refused to face the Northern, or 
partition, question. Roughly, one-fourth of 
the population of the country was senti- 
mentally and, perhaps, matérialistically, at- 
tached to the British connection. How were 
they going to trample on the sentiments of 
these people? Even if the might of Great 
Britain were not behind the claim of the 
Orange North to self-determination, he be- 
lieved that the Counties of Antrim, Derry, 
Town and Armagh could make it just as im- 
possible for us to govern them, as we made 
it for Great Britain by adopting the same 
rithless methods. 


NORTHERN IRELAND’S RIGHT 
““Human beings are not eattle,” said Mr. 
MacDermot, “to be handed over from one 
a to another without their feelings 
ying consulted, and I would ge so far as to 
say that the entity known as Northern Ire- 
land, while it has no right to hold Fermanagh 
and Tyrone, is entitled in equity to keep the 
other four counties out of our political 
system, so long as the gulf remains as wide 
as it is between their sentiments and our 
own. No. doubt they were originally in- 
vaders and intruders, but we have to consider 
facts as they now are and not as they once 
were; they have been here a good many 
centuries now; in assuming that their 
wishes and ideals count for nothing 
we should be making the same mistake 
and committing the same sin as the Protestant 
ascendancy did throughout Anglo-Irish 
history. As we cannot kill these people or 
drive them out we must choose between 
artition and reconciliation, and until that 
act is faced, we hive not even made a 
beginning of our task.” ee 
Was reconciliation possible? | Deputies 
opposite would say that no representative 
of the majority in No-thern Ireland had ever 
said a word to encourage hopes of reconcilia- 
tion. He did not believe in undeérrating 
the difficulties. Let them not forget, how- 
ever, that the exploitation of popular pre- 
judices was the besetting sin of politicians 
and that they were likely to be the last class 
to show a change. So long as there was a 
large enough body of Republican or quasi- 
Republican opinion in this country to be 
formidable, he confessed that in his view 
partition must continue. That was why the 
mere defect of the present Ministry was 
something that had never really interested 
iim. 


ALL-IRELAND SITUATION 


It was essential that Ministers or the more 
influential among them should be persuaded 
to open their eyes to the all-Ireland situation, 
und set their feet upon the path of statesmen- 
manship. So far as early Irish reunion was 
concerned, their defeat would only be of 
value so far as it induced a chastened frame 
of mind favourable to. conversion, 

Let them try to exercise a little sympathetic 
imaginations in dealing with the problem 
which was most vital to them.

CONDITIONS NEVER WORSE 

Mr. BRENNAN (U.I., Roscommon) said 
that the economic condition of the country 
was never wotse than it was to-day, and 
almost every Act passed by the Government 
tended towards the demoralisation of the 
people. Members of the Government when 
in Opposition criticised their taxation of 
twenty-one million pounds in 1928, when their 
exports amounted to £24,000,000 odd, as com- 
pared with £11,000,000 to-day. If we had 
won the economic war—as, according to the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, they 
had, and, according to the President, the 
British market was gone, and he thanked 
God for it—what was to be the share of the 
spoils Which the Irish people would get? 
Nothing. 

They never had anything like the present 
position of affairs in this country, and no 
matter how the Government tried to keep 
away from it, the issue was bound to come. 
Agriculture could not exist on the principles 
of the present Government. 


THE REAL PROBLEM 


Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said 


‘that the real problem before the Government 


was the provision of employment for 100,000 
people. They had in this country the grave 
problem in which industry, agriculture and 
commerce was quite unable to offer a 
livelihood to that number of people. There 
ought to be a drastic ethos of the whole 
industrial position to provide for the elimina- 
tion of female and child labour, and put 
industry oh a healthy basis. If the Govern- 
ment was not going to accept the Labour 
Party’s proposals, they should, instead of 
telling them about the dissension’ in other 
political parties, tell the people what they 
gags to do in the matter.

The method of administering the Unemploy- 
ment Assistance Act was grossly unfair, and 
he wanted to know whether the Government 
proposed to amend the Act.

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.I.P., Roscommon)— 
Can the deputy tell us under what Socialistic 
Government the problem has been solved? 

Mr. NORTON—Ian countries where a 
Socialist’ Government has held office the 
measures for the relief of unemployment have 
been much better. 

Mr. MacDERMOT—During the English 
Social Government’s period of office unem- 
ployment was worse than it had been.

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I., N.U.) said that 
the present unemployment figure was 125,000 
at least, and might be much nearer 175,000. 
Deputy Norton had spoken about going out- 
side the present system. That was a con- 
tinuation of the President's folly. Where 
was he prepared to go outside the present 
system, Before the present Government 
party got into power they promised that the 
productive capacity of the community would 
he increased by £11,000,000 per annum, and 
that through their tariff policy a few of the 
thain industries would absorb 84,000 un- 
employed, The Government had used every 
remedy they promised—tariffs, subsidies and 
Government loans.

18,750. Of these an additional 16,000 were 
directly emploved in the construction of 
houses and 2,000 were employed in insurable 
occupations on relief works. ‘That meant 
that of the increase of 18,750, 18,000 were 
employed on non-recurrent works. 

The Minister had boasted that in one year 
there would be a fall in the revenue from 
Customs of £1,000,000. at would mean 
that that money would be spent in giving 
employment here. The actual figures when 
revealed showed an increase of £1,560,000 
The Minister had said that there was no 
smuggling of cattle to Northern Ireland, The 
export figures for Northern Ireland cattle had 
gone np by 6,000 in one month. He did not 
sav that there were no people going into 
industry, but that there were more people 
put out by the policy of the Government 
than were going into employment.

HE following statement was issued’ by 
ea the Department of External Affairs last

‘he insh Nationality and Citizenship Bill, 
lyu+, passed by Vail, nareani contains a com- 
prehensive code of law detining irish nationals 
and ulating the acquisition and loss of 
irish mationauty for municipal aud inter- 
utional purpdses. | ; 

‘the necessity for such a measure is plain, 
The citizenship created by Article 3 ot the 
Constitution uepended upon the somewhat 
arbitrary condition of domicile in Ireland on 
6th Décember, 1922, as its legal criterion and 
basis. No provision has since been made for 
the acquisition or loss of citizenship. As a 
result a number of anomalies have arisen 
which it is essential to remove, There is, 
for example, no law in force at the present 
time conferring citizenship of Saorstat Kireann 
upon children borm in, this country since the 
6th December, 1922. The status, moreover, 
created by Article 3 of the Constitution was 
expressed to be operative only within the area 
of jurisdiction of Saorstát Eireann, and, 
although the local character of that status has 
largely been disregarded in practice, the 
Article itself is, nevertheless, in its present 
form am anomaly in our constitutional system. 
A separate bill to amend the Article by re- 
moving the territorial limitation expressly 
imposéd on the operation of the citizenship 
created thereby is now before Parliament. 

But apart from the necessity for removing 
anomalies of that kind there is the larger 
necessity for enacting a body of rationality 
law such as every modern State requires as 
well for domesiic purposes as for the purpose 
of its treaty and other relations with other 
States. The Citizenship Bill, 1934, supplies 
in this sense a long-felt national and inter- 
national need. : : 

The provisions of the bill might be grouped 
under five heads :—(1) Natural-born citizen- 
ship; (2) naturalisation ; (3) citizenship on 
marriage; (4) mutual citizenship rights be- 
tween Saorstat Eireann and other countries, 
and (5) miscellaneous provisions. 


NATURAL-BORN 
CITIZENSHIP 


Natural-born citizenship is acquired: 
(a). By birth in Saorstat Éireann at any 
time after the 6th December, 1922, or 
(b) by birth outside Saorstat Eireann at 
any time after the date referred to 
of a father who is himself a citazen. 
Where, however, the father is a naturai- 
born citizen himself, born outside Saorstat 
Fireann, or is a naturalised citizen, his child 
born outside will not be a natural-born 
citizen unless the birth is registered ‘n 
accordance with the provisions of the bill. 
In such cases a birth in a country where an 
Irish Legation or Consulate is established 
may be registered at such Legation oi 
Consulate, or, alternatively, in the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs; a birth in a 
country where there is no Irish Legation may 
be registered in the Department of External 
Affairs. 


NATURALISATION 


Naturalisation is effected by the issue of a 
certificate of naturalisation. The issue, or 
refusal to issue, a certificate is left to the 
absolute discretion of the Minister for 
Justice. Four. conditions are laid down 
which must be fulfilled by the applicant 
before the Minister can issue a certificate. 
They are as follow :— 


(1) The applicant must be of good 
character ; 
(2) He must have resided in Saorstat 


Eireann for five years; 

(3) He must intend to have his usual or 
principal place of residence here, and 

(4) he must make a declaration of accept- 
ance of citizenship of Saorstat Eireann. 

In the case of an applicant born in Ire- 
land, or either of whose parents was born in 
Ireland before the 6th December, 1922 (who 
is not a citizen under Article 3 of the Constitu- 
tion), the requirements relating to residence 
in Saorstat Eireann may be dispensed with, 


CITIZENSHIP AND 
MARRIAGE 


The provisicns of the bill with regard to 
the nationality of married women are based 
upon the Hague Convention of Nationality 
und the principle of the complete equality of 
the sexes. An Irish woman who marries a 
non-national does not lose her Irish nationality 
if the parties settle here. If the parties intend 
to settle abroad, the Irish wife can, at her 
own choice, retain Irish nationality; should 
she, on the other hand, choose to relinquish 
her Irish nationality, she may do so, but 
such relinquishment cannot take effect unless 
and until she acquires the nationality of her 
husband. This latter provision will prevent 
statelessness in every case where an Irish 
woman marries a non-national and settles 
outside Saorstat Eireann, It thus implements 
the stipulations of the Hague Convention in 
this regard. “The principle of the equality 
of the sexes is at the basis of those provisions 
of the bill which require that a woman shall 
not jose her nationality either at marriage or 
during the marriage save of her own choice 
and with her own consent. With a view, 
however, to preserving the unity of the 
family, special naturalisation facilities are 
afforded to non-nationals who have married or 
marry Irish natioials, where the parties have 
settled or intend to settle in Saorstat Eireann, 

Furthermore, an Irish mother married to a 
foreign father may, although living outside 
the country, by an application made to the 
Minister for Justice lor the purpose, secure 
that her children will be citizens of Saorstat 
Eireann, She may do this whether she herself 
is a citizen or is not a citizen. 


MUTUAL CITIZENSHIP 


RIGHTS 
The bill contemplates reciprocal relation- 
ships, between this country. and other 


countries in the matter of the treatment of 
nationals. The substance of the proposal is 
that, where citizens of this country are by 
convention or by law accorded rights and 
privileges in another country, the citizens of 
that other country will be accorded similar

EXPLANATORY STATEMENT BY 


GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENT 


rights and privilegés here, Certain rights 
are safeg as the exclusive rights of 
Irish nationals which it is not proposed to 
give to the nationals of other countries. It 
is. intended, for example, to preserve the 
situation created by the Control of Manu- 
facturen Act, 1932, or any similar statute 
hereafter enacted. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

The miscellaneous provisions are | largely 
administrative in character, and relate to a 
number of matters which are general to any 
modern e of nationality law. They call 
for no explanation. The section, however, 
which repeals the law relating to British 
nationality has been the subject of comment 
in the Press and elsewhere, and it is well 
that the object and yong: for that section 
should be understood by the public in this 
and in other countries. 


REPEAL OF BRITISH 
NATIONALITY LAW 


The object of the repeal section is to put 
an end to the law —" to British 
nationality in so ‘ar as that law might be 
held to be in force in this country by virtue 
of Article 73 of the Constitution. The 
aim is to secure that citizens of Saorstat 
Eireann will, under Irish law, have one 
nationality only—namely, Irish nationality. 
The absurdity of a situation in which 
a citizen could acquire at birth in his own 
country and under its law two nationalities, 
namely, the nationality of his own country 
and that of another country, is manifest. 
The repeal section of the bill makes such a 
situation impossible in future so far as our 
law is concerned. 

The authority of the Oireachtas to repeal 
the British nationality law in so far as it 
may be part of the law of Saorstat Eireann 
is beyond question. The authority of the 
Oireachtas in this regard is recognised by 
the Statute of Westminster, and exists apart 
from that statute. It is founded in the Con- 
stitution itself. The repeal, moreover, in- 
fringes no existing commitment and conflicts 
with no theory of association with any other 
State which could be accepted by the Parlia- 
ment or the people of this country. The en- 
actment has also been criticised on the ground 
that it may interfere with a continuance of 
those rights and privileges which our people 
are accorded in the countries with which 
Saorstat Eireann is at present associated. 

That criticism is founded on a misunder- 
standing both as to the nature of that as.

That is not the position. If the principle 
of equality between the States concerned is 
to be preserved those rights and_. privileges 
can appropriately be secured only by recipro- 
cal action between those States. The method 
for recognising or establishing reciprocal 
arrangements adopted bv the Irish Nation- 
ality and Citizenship Bill in the matter of 
the mutual treatment of nationals is a normal 
and usual international method for providing 
for reciprocal arrangements between coun- 
tries,

will have no effect whatever for purposes of 
international law or relations. hat state- 
ment has no foundation whatever, Saorstat 
Eireann is a member of the League of 
Nations.

The truce which ended last Friday’s 
difference between the Lord Chancellor and 
the Lord Chief Justice, in respect of certain 
provisions in the Supreme Court of Judicature 
(Amendment) Bill, was put into concrete form 
to-day. ‘The clause to which Lord Hewart 
took particular exception provided for the 
appointment of a Vice-President of the Court 
of Appeal, and the case he then made out was 
that this would seriously prejudice the 
position of the present Appeal Court Judges. 

This evening, when the bill was considered 
in Committee, the Lord Chancellor moved an 
amendment to the clause to the effect that 
the provisions of the clause should not affect 
any persons holding office as a Lord Justice 
of Appeal at the date of the passing of the 
Act, and that they should be accorded rank 
aud precedence in all respects as if the Act 
had not been passed. : 

The Lord Chancelior, in moving the amend- 
ment, remarked that it was a very happy 
ending, and one which gave him great 
personal pleasure. 

The amendment was agreed to, and the 
Committee stage was concluded.

The Christmas Rush 


It is only at certain seasons of the year 
that Dublin’s streets become what a Lon- 
doner would call congested ; but this week 
is one of them. To cross Westmoreland 
street or Dame street between 9 o'clock in 
the morning and 7 o'clock in the evening 
is a work of hardihood during these days; 
Grafton street is almost impassable by 
reason of the crowds that throng before its 
brilliant windows; and progress faster 
than a snail’s pace in any central district 
is @ forlorn hope: The difficulty is 
aggravated by the fact that not only are 
all the commercial vans and private motor 
cars in and around Dublin fighting for 
passage, but the flood of pedestrian 
shoppers is at its largest, and regularly 
overflows from the pavements to the road- 
way. Against all this congestion the 
traffic policemen are putting up a gallant 
fight, but it is as much as they can do 
to prevent accidents—to speed up the 
traffic is beyond their powers. Most 
citizens have discovered that it is quicker 
to make the journey from College Green 
to Harcourt street on foot than to trust 
themselves to tram or taxi-cab. Such a 


fresh attention to the many disabilities of 
Dublin as a traffic centre. It is true that 
really serious congestion oceurs only at 
special times, but it recurs, on a niinor 
scale, at the rush hours every day; and 
never a single effort has been made to 
improve it. Traffic ‘‘ regulations,’’ as has 


Nothing less is 
required than a wholesale remodelling of 
the city and the provision of new arteries 
to take the strain off the centre. If the 
Town Planning Bill could be worked with 
real common-sense and vision, the trouble 
could be remedied.

CITIZENSHIP AND NATIONALITY 


‘President DE VALERA, concluding 
the debate, at first dealt with the question 
of rushing the measure, and said that the 
bill was introduced on June 27, circulated 
on November 5, given a second reading on 
November 15, and had been taken into 
Committee on December 12. There was, 
he said, no vital change in the bill by 
changing its title to “ Irish Nationality 
and Citizenship Bill,” 

‘“I had wanted,” said Mr. de Valera; 
“to get for the bill the fullest considera- 
tion in the inteersts of the country as a 
whole, and I had suggested that I would 
welcome any criticism that was helpful in 
order to make the measure what I should 
like it to be—a thoroughgoing basis for 
Irish citizenship and Irish nationality. I 
am not going to deny that there was some 
helpfal criticism, but it did not come from 
Deputy FitzGerald; in fact, the deputy, 
who ‘is now accusing us of rushing the 
measure, did not go into the principles of 
the bill at all.” 

Continuing, the President sai@ that Mr. 
MacDermot had described the bill as a 
half-baked measure when it had been in- 
troduced. He did not agree with that ; for 
not one of the amendments had touched a 
vital point in the measure. Certain 
changes had been made, but they were 
made in order to avoid certain misconcep- 
tions about the character of the bill. The 
measure had been considered carefully, and 
had been worked out carefully in its.de- 
tails. The ex-Attorney-General had made 
certain criticisms to the effect that the 
measure was of a local character, and that 
citizenship was quite a different word from 
the word “ national.’’ 


NO VITAL. CHANGES 


“We,” said the President, “ did not 
agree with that, and in case some people 
might be misled we introduced amend- 
ments in order to make it clear what our 
view was. I think that they represent one 
and the same thing, and to say that there 
was any vital éhange effected by changing 
the title is to speak nonsense.”’ 

The bill was the best they could do at 
the moment. Its need had been urgent 
for the last ten or twelve years. Every- 
body who had examined the position knew 
well that there had been a hiatus regard- 
ing citizenship here since the passing of 
the Constitution. The Constitution left 
to subsequent legislation the provision of 
nationality for persons born after the 6th 
December, 1922, and persons born abroad 
of Irish parents. , What was the position 
created by Article 3? Deputy McGilligan, 
on the second reading, tried to give a cer- 
tain interpretation to that Article, but he 
(Mr. de Valera) was not at all satisfied 
that anything he understood from Deputy 
McGilligan’s statements was in that 
Article at all. Article 3 established a 
certain body of citizens on the 6th Decem- 
her, 1922, domiciled in Saorstat Eireann. 
Article 3 made it quite clear that citizen- 
ship of the Saorstat could only be made 
within the limits of the jurisdiction of 
Saorstat Eireann. It was clearly intehded 
that legislation to. clarify the position 
would follow. The present bill was the 
first attempt to implement legislation 
clearly contemplated in Article 5 of the 
Constitution. There was urgent need for 
a bill of this sort. Let nobody say that 
the bill was rushed, and was not urgent, 
or that it was introduced as a pin-pricking 
measure, 


PIONEER LEGISLATION 


Mr. DE VALERA proceeded to outline 
the provisions of the bill, stating that it 
was very important that the bill should’ 
be clearly understood. Regarding the pro- 
vision to give the bill international, 
well as municipal, effect, he said that they 
had a perfect right to give their laws | 
extra-territorial effect, and were doing so 
in this measure. According to The Hague 
Convention, whether a person is or 1s not 
a national of a country 1s to be determined 
hy the laws of that country.

There was a general provision in the 
bill enabling them to confer on the citizens 
of other countries privileges similar to 
those they conferred on citizens of this 
country. They hoped that the bill would 
be a measure which would continue, and 
he thought they were rather fortunate in 
introducing a nationality bill at this stage, 
because they had clean foundations on 
which to work.

The Viceroy said that, although much 
yet remained to be done, His Majesty’s 
Government was determined to allow no 
undue delay in passing the Reform Bill 
into law, while in the meantime the 
Indian Government would push on with 
the necessary preliminary measure in 
India. . | 

Those who in India had advocated a 
severance with the past and a policy of 
complete independence should not forget 
that it was as a result of co-operation 
between Great Britain and India that the 
latter had risen to the position she now 
eujoyed, he proceeded. 

On the other hand, those who approved 
the ideal of progressive, responsible govern- 
ment for India, but feared that the ad- 
vancement now proposed was too rapid 
and would not result in the good govern- 
ment of the country, must not overlook 
the developments of the last quarter of 
a century and the growth of a great spirit 
of nationalism in India. 


MAJORITY’S VIEW 


He believed that the large majority both 
in India and in England were ready to 
support the proposals as a fair and just 
efiort to deal with the manifold difficulties 
-of constitutional reform in India. 

Dealing with some of the reforms 
separately, the Viceroy especially em- 
phasised the importance, in his opinion, 
of the autonomy proposals, declaring that 
the present system of a non-official 
majority with an irremovable executive 
was a temptation to that majority to be 
irresponsible in the Legislative As*mbly— 
a bad training for parliamentary life. 

He horiestly believed that the entry of 
the Indian Princes into the proposed All- 
India Federation would be not only to 
their own advantage, but for the benefit 
of India as a whole. No coercion of any 
sort would, however, be used to bring 
them in. 

The provision of safeguards had evoked 
more criticism than any other part of the 
constitutional proposals and had been 
often misrepresented. In the present cir- 
cumstances it was no paradox to say they 
were the necessary complement to any 
form of responsible government, which 
could have no hope of success without 
hem. 

This did not mean, however, that they 
would be in constant use, and he believed 
that they would be seldom needed. but 
they would be available, not merely to 
prevent any crisis, but also to prevent any 
deterioration of the administration which 
would facilitate a crisis,

RISK OF DISASTER 


People in ‘India should ask themselves 
whether it were not wise to move steadily 
with the ultimate goal of responsible 
government in view, rather than to risk 
disaster in their desire to move forward 
too fast. 

The British had for long years shared 
with the Indians the responsibility of the 
care and well-being of the diverse human 
elements of this land. They could not 
hand over that responsibility until it was 
safe to do so. Had they not found India 
in a condition of turmoil and unrest, and 
brought her, during the hundred years of 
their association, safety from foreign 
aggression and from the horrors of plague 
and famine? Had they not secured fair 
administration through the country, and 
development of transport by road and 
rail? 

This had all heen done by the brains 
and expert knowledge of thousands of 
Englishmen, who had devotedly served the 
country, and India should not forget these 
benefits. 

They now stood at the parting of the 
ways. India must now decide whether to 
accept the report as laying down broadly 
the right line of advance, or she must give 
a flat and sterile rejection of the scheme.

NAVAL TALKS 
ADJOURNED 


——— 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
remarks:—The three naval delegations of 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan held a joint meeting yesterday for 
the first time in the present series of pre- 
- liminary conversations, and met to ad- 
journ. The adjournment had been fore- 
seen for some time, just as the denuncia- 
tion of the Washington Treaty has been 
expected almost from the very beginning 
of the conversations, and, therefore, the 
effect of both has, to a considerable extent, 
been discounted in advance. The con- 
versations of the last two months have, in 
fact, been a shock absorber for the de- 
nunciation of the Washington Treaty, 
which, in other circumstances, might have 
dealt a smashing blow at the Pacific and 
Arms Limitation Agreements signed at 
Washington, but which now, it may be 
hoped, will have no disastrous conse- 
quenees. The London conversatons have 
thus fulfilled an extremely useful purpose. 
As is stated in the communiqué, it was 
never the object of these preliminary con- 
versations to reach any hard and fast con- 
clusion. The sole purpose was to prepare 
the ground for future negotiation and 
agreement, and that purpose, on the 
whole, has been achieved. It is true that 
no actual date has been named for the 
resumption of the conversations, and the 
principle and methods for ensuring a con- 
tinuation of naval limitation remain to be 
determined, but a clear course of advance 
has been marked out. There will, after

F first round of the contest, “ the 
President and the Citizenship Bill 
versus the Rest,’’ opened quietly enough 
in the Dail yesterday. The bill took some 
punishment from Mr, MacDermot, who

‘another shackle-breaking attempt in its 
final stage ; but most of the fighting in this 


round was confined to sparring for posi- 
tion. Towards the close, however, things 
began to move a little more swiftly...

ROUND 2 

The President joined the bill in the 
centre of the ring from the beginning of 
this round. Both looked fit and well, and 
bore little evidence of the gruelling they 
had received durjng the past few weeks. 
Shortly after the bell the President put 
Deputy Fitzgerald temporarily out with a 
cruel hook to the solar plexus. ‘‘ The first 
bat of the bill was taken in June,” 
he said, “ and yet Deputy Fitzgerald says 
he has had no time to consider it.” After 
this telling thrust the fighting became a 
little scrappy, with the President, angling 
for openings a thought too cautiously. 
“ What objection could anyone have to 
this bill,” he tried. 

More rather careless infighting followed, 
but all at once the whole complexion of the 
contest became transformed. Mr. Mac- 
Dermot, timing it beautifully, picked one 
right off the floor. ‘‘ It was arranged with 
the Whips that this debate should close 
at 4.30 p.m.,’ said the deputy. In the 
case of a lesser man this blow inevitably 
must have been the concluding one; but 
the President, though breathing a little 
heavily, and flying signals of distress, 
fought back mám 2 after a short pause. 
“This is pioneer legislation,’’ he countered, 
‘and must receive the most minute atten- 
tion.”” Mr. MacDermot, however, did not 
lose hold on his advantage, and shot in 
another dangerous one with ‘‘ detailed ex- 
planations are out of order at the final 
reading of a bill” At this point the 
referee intervened for the first time—the 
fighting had been fast and scientific, and 
had required little supervision. ‘‘ The 
House may discuss what is in the bill,” 
said the Chair.

MISSED judgments were given by 

the Supreme Court yesterday on the 
constitutional issues raised in two groups 
of cases in which conditional orders ol 
habeas corpus and prohibition were origin- 
ally granted to secure the release of men 
from custody and to prohibit their trial 
by the Constitution (Special Powers) 
Tribunal. It had been contended on their 
behalf that the Constitution (Amendment 
No. 17) Act, 1931, setting up the Tribunal 
was ultra vires, unconstitutional and void, 
being contrary to the Articles of the Con- 
stitution dealing with the liberty of the 
subject, their right of trial by jury and 
by the ordinary Courts; that the Tribunal 
had no lawful existence, jurisdiction or 
authority; and that the Constitution 
(Amendment No. 16) Act, purporting to 
extend. from eight to sixteen years the 
period within which the Constitution could 
be amended by ordinary legislation was 
ultra vires and void, 

Other issues were also submitted for 
decision, and are covered in the judgments, 

The first group of cases dealt with by 
the Supreme Court were those of Colonel 
Jeremiah Ryan, Hubert Johnston, John 
Harty and James Cantwell, who had been 
accused of a number of charges, including 
conspiracy to shoot with intent to murder, 
membership of an unlawful association 
and unlawful assembly. 


i. 
THE CHIEF JUSTICE 


The Chief Justice, in an exhaustive 
judgment which occupied 14 hours in read- 
ing, set out the facts concerning those 
men. They were arrested at their homes 
near Thurles on 22nd April ; interrogated 
at Thurles Civic Guard barracks by two 
superintendents and a sergeant of the 
Civic Guard; taken to Limerick Jail and, 
after eight days’ detention there, removed 
to Arbour Hill. On 3lst May they were 
taken before the Tribunal at Collins Bar- 
racks, when each pleaded ‘‘ not guilty,” 
and when it was stated that there would 
be ninety witnesses for the prosecution, 
they obtained an adjournment till 12th 
June. On 11th June, Mr. Justice O’ Byrne 
granted a conditional order of habeas 
corpus and prohibition, but on 25th July 
the High Court discharged that order, 
with costs. The applicants then appealed 
to the Supreme Court, and as the 
Attorney-General opposed the granting of 
bail, even submitting that it was not 
competent for the Tribunal to release any 
prisoner charged before it pending his 
trial, the Court determined to re-assemble 
forthwith, notwithstanding the commence- 
ment of the Long Vacation, and proceeded 
to hear the appeal. At the conclusion of 
the arguments, they intimated that the 
cause shown against the order was held 
by a majority to be sufficient, but the 
questions raised were of such gravity and 
of such far-reaching importance and diffi- 
culty that they reserved the opinions, and 
the judgment of the Court was only now 
being pronounced. 


VALIDITY OF AMENDMENT 


The net question for decision was the 
validity of the Constitution (Amendment 
No. 17), Act, 1931, having regard 
to the provisions of Article 65 of 
the Constitution. The validity of that 
Act, which was upheld by the High Court, 
depended on the validity of the Amend- 
ment No. 10 Act, 1928, and of the No. 16 
Act, 1929, and this question had also been 
raised for decision. The No. 17 Act was 
passed by the Oireachtas on 17th October, 
| 1931, and that was some eleven months 
after the expiry of the period of eight 
years mentioned in Article 50 of the Con- 
stitution, and it was described as an Act 
for inserting an Article in the Constitution 
“making better provision for safeguarding 
the rights of the people,” and for ‘‘ meet- 
ing a prevalence of disorder.’’ Counsel 
for the appellants attacked it in un- 
qualified terms as a usurpation of the 
authority of the people and a subversion 
of the Constitution. Counsel on the other 
side opened their arguments with an 
apology by saying that they were in the

PUBLIC SAFETY ACT 


In a volume entitled ‘‘ Index to the 
Legislation Passed by the Oireachtas in 
the Years 1922-1932,’’ issued by the 
Government Stationery Office within the 
last few weeks, the statement was quite 
gratuitously inserted that the new Article 
(2A) in the Constitution, provided for by 
No. 17 Amendment, was “in the nature 
of a Public Safety Act.”

One 
consequence was that the provision made 
by the Constitution for suspension of con- 
stitutional rights yielded to the wpse dizrit 
of the Executive Council. In consider- 
ing other parts of the new Article, they 
should never lose sight of the fact that 
the order bringing it into force could be 
made in times of absolute peace, and when 
the ordinary Courts were unembarrassed 
in the discharge of their functions. A Con- 
stitution (Special Powers) Tribunal was 
set up, consisting of five members (three 
to constitute a sitting), and the only quali- 
fication required from any of them was 
that they should be officers of the Defence 
Forces, not below the rank of Comman- 
dant. None of them was required to have 
any legal qualification whatever, and he 
understood that none of the present mem- 
bers had any such qualification or know- 
ledge. All the members were to be ap- 
pointed and removable at will by the 
Governor-General, acting on the advice of 
the Executive Council. There was no 
appeal from any order, conviction or sen- 
tence of the Tribunal, and the range of 
offences they were empowered to try in- 
eluded not only those of the most serious 
character, and others of minor gr&vity, 
but a class described as ‘‘ any offence 
whatsoever,’’ whether committed before or 
after the new Article was inserted in the 
Constitution, in respect of which an 
Executive Minister certified in writing 
that, to the best of his belief, the act con- 
stifuting the offence was done with the 
object of impairing or impeding the 
machinery of Government or the adminis- 
tration of justice. The more one dwelt on 
that provision, the more one was staggered 
vy the contemplation of the range of its 
operation. After the Minister had given 
his certificate, what remained for the 
Tribunal to “try” save the validity of 
the Minister’s certified belief? The pro- 
vision was repugnant to the principal ‘and 
almost universal practice which forbade 
retro-active penal legislation. 


THE DEATH PENALTY 


Dealing with the power given to the 
Tribunal of imposing greater punishment, 
including death, than that provided by 
law (other than the new Article), ‘‘if, in 
the opinion of the Tribunal, such greater 
punishment is necessary or expedient,”’ 
the Chief Justice said that the Tribunal 
could direct any person to be executed, 
even by the most barbarous lethal 
process, should a particular Tribunal at 
some future. time be overwhelmed by 
passion, or be constituted of members of 
a perverted mentality. They would be 
safe from inquiry, as the holding of a 
Coroner’s inquest was prohibited on any 
person executed on a death sentence pro- 
nounced by the Tribunal. In anticipation 
of what events, he asked, was that pro- 
vision inserted? i 

Having dealt with the powers given to 
the Garda Siochana in respect of interro- 
gation, arrest, detention, etc., the Chief 
Justice said that a prisoner could be held 
in custody for'a month and seventy-two 
hours before being brought before the 
Tribunal and charged with any offence. 
It was clear, he said, that Article 2A 
effected a radical alteration in the basic 
scheme and principles of the Constitution 
enacted for the Saorstat by the Constituent 
Assembly. It empowered an Executive 
Council for the time being to supersede a 
great part of the Constitution whenever 
and: for so long a time as it found it 
expedient to do so. No conditions were 
prescribed for the exercise of that power. 
When put in operation the Article took 
away from the Constitutional Courts of 
Justice the trial of certain specified 
offences against the ordinary law, and of 
others not specified, but to be certified 
before trial by a member of the Executive 
Council as having been done for a named 
object, whereupon the persons charged 
were to be “ tried ” without a judge or 
jury by a group of non-legal persons, ap- 
pointed and removable at pleasure by the 
Executive Council, and holding Army 
Commissions from the Executive Council. 
That was to say, the exercise of the 
judicial power-of the State in a large and 
very important respect was transferred 
from its constitutional depository—the 
Courts of Justice—to the Executive 
Council, who exercised that power through 
its own nominees on a Tribunal, — 

The Oireachtas by this Act, if valid, 
surrendered to the Executive Council its 
own trust as a Legislature, and its powers 
over an extensive area of matters. Remem- 
bering the composition of the Tribunal, 
the result of it was that, whenever an 
Executive Council thought it expedient to

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BLANDFORD'S RECORD 


Remarhable Stad Successes of 
lrish-Bred Stallion 


Eu, J 


Blandiord surpassed a record which had 
stood unchallenged for nearly seventy years, 
when his progeny credited him with over 
£70,000 caring the last flat-racing season. 
The previous highest total was £61,301, won 
by Stockwell’s sons and daughters in 1866, 
but 1t must be remembered when comparisons 
are made that the classic and other important 
races seventy years ago were only about half 
the present-day value. In his best year 
Stockwell was responsible for the first three 
horses in the Derby., and that is a feat which 
no other sire has accomplished. 

Stockwell headed the list of winning sires 
for seven years between 1859 and 1868, and 
was second in 1863, 1868, 1872. and 1873. 
He became known as the’ ‘Emperor of 
Stallions,’’ and he died in 1870 when 21 years 
old. : 

Blandford is young as sires go, having been 
foaled in 1919. Although he did not win a 
classic race, his record on the racecourse was 
good enough to entitle him to a high place 
among the best three-year-olds of his vear, 
and his success at the stud has been 
phenomenal, 

Already he has three Derby winners in 
Blenheim, Trigo, and Windsor Lad to his 
credit, and he may have a fourth next year 
if all goes well with Bahram, who is the 
winter favourite for the great race in 1935. 

He is also the sire of the unbeaten French 


colt, Brantome, who is ‘thought by his con- 
nections to be “‘the best, horse in existence.”’ 
lí Brantome’s winnings ure added tg the 
total of stake money won by Blandford’s 


}stock in England this year, the aggregate 


easily eclipses all previous figures in any part 
of the world, 

Blandford was bred in Ireland at the 
National Stad, and as a yearling was bought 
for 750 guineas by the late Mr. 8. C. Dawson. 
He passed into the hands of the latter's 
brother, Mr. R. C. Dawson, and now stands 
at the Whatecombe establishment. 

In view of his amazing success, it is not 
to be wondered at that breeders are very 
keen to secure nominations to Blandford, 


‘even at a fee of 500 guineas, to which he has 


been advanced for the 1936 season. His first 
crop of two-year-olds appeared in 1927, and 
to date his progeny have won £197,121 in 
England alone. Between the years 1859 and 
1875, inclusive, Stockwell’s stock won 
£316,945. 

_ A notable feature of Blandford’s position 
in the winning sires’ list this year was. his 
overwhelming lead over his nearest rival. The 
margin in his favour was no less a sum than 
£46,990. “” This ‘is also record, for the 
previous highest margin between. first and 
second sires in the list was in 1896, when 
St. Simon finished £44,688 ahead of Bend Or.

PRICES 


WARNING TO PRODUCERS 


The Pigs Marketing Board of Northern 
Ireland announces that negotiations with 
the Bacon Marketing Board, with the object 
of fixing dead pig prices as from ist January, 
1935, have not yet been completed. The 
Pigs Board, therefore, warns producers not 
to kill pigs for delivery on or after Ist 
January, unless they have previously received 
from a curer, or curer’s agent, a signed 
purchase docket stating that he will accept 
delivery of the pigs at the standard price 
fixed by the Pigs .Board from Ist January.

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD (U.I., Car- 
low-Kilkenny) said that he thought it was a 
pity that they discussed the bill as much as 
they had done, because that fact gave the 
impression that it was a well-considered bill, 
while, as a matter of fact, it was far from it. 
It was introduced and rushed through the 
Dail for certain reasons, and with indecent 
haste, not because it concerned the people 
of the country, but in an attitude of mind 
that thought what people in other countries 
thought of certain people in this country. 
There were tremendous loopholes in the bill, 
for it had not been considered properly in 
relation to the interests of the people of the 
country.

‘FOOD AND DRUGS BILL 


The Committee stage of the Sale of Food 
and s Bill, 1934, was next considered. — 
Mr. COUNIHAN moved to add at the end 
of Sub-section 1 of Section 2 the words: 
"Provided that if any person sells as 
whole milk any article of food which 
contains less than the prescribed percen- 
tage (if any) of milk fat but not less 
than the prescribed percentage (if any) 
of milk solids other than milk fat, it 
shall be a good defence in the case of a 
prosecution under this section for such 
person to prove that the article of food 
so sold was whole milk within the mean- 


ing of the definition contained in Section | 


1 of this Act.” 

He said that his only object in moving 
this amendment was to protect the honest 
urveyor of milk from being convicted and 
fined for an offence for which he was in no 
way responsible. Average milk from an 
average cow contained slightly over 87 per 
cent. of water, 34 per cent. of butter fats, and 
slightly over 9 per cent. of other solids. It 
occasionally happened that the butter fat 
content was not up to the prescribed stan- 
dard from causes over which the producer of 
the milk had no control. The other solids 
were practically constant. If the other solids 
were depreciated below the prescribed per- 
centage it was fairly good res that. water 
had i added, and would justify a pro- 
secution, conviction and severe fine. 


PURVEYORS

Mr. COMYN said that he understood for 
a long time that great frvud_ was carried on 
by skimming cream from milk, and selling 
the skimmed milk. If the amendment was 
passed it would enable persons. to adopt that 
age-long practice and escap> punishment. 

Mr. ILSON said that the age-long 
practice which eSnater Co.ayn spoke about 
only existed in his own imagination. 

Mr. M. DUFFY said that it was quite 
casual in the country for farmers to keep the 
rich milk and sell the poor milk. In County 
Meath in the summer months milk was sold 
at 6d. per gallon, and 8d. im the winter 
time, and the poor people of Dublin had to 
pay 2s. for it. He thought that those poor 
people should be at least protected. 

r. BOYLE said that he considered the

Mr. DOWDALL said that he was in 
sympathy with Senator Wilson’s intention and 
the possibility of an honest dairy farmer being 
prosecuted, but the amendment leaves the 
door open to very extensive fraud. He 
thought that the point might be met by 
making representations to the Minister to fix 
s standard quality at certain périods of the

. Sir E. COEY BIGGER expressed sympathy 
with the contentions of the amendment, but 
at the same time the public had to be safe- 
guarded. 

Miss BROWNE said that she was acquainted 
with cases where persons with unimpeachable 
characters had been held up to the humiliation 
of the Courts. The honest man should be 


protected. . 

Mr. BROWN, K.C., said that it was better 
that one honest man should suffer than twelve 
genuine offenders should go free. 

Mr. BAGWELL said that he did not think 
it fair to say that the amendment would 
nullify the effect of the bill. 

Mr. CUMMINS considered that the effect 
of the amendment would be to open the door 
to abuses. 

Dr. WARD said that it had been stated 
that the average milk of the average cow 
contained 5.5 per cent, of butter fat. Was it 
not reasonable to ask the House to ensure 
that milk which was to be the staple food of 
the children of the country should reach the 
average standard of quality and purity! That 
was all they were asking in that. bill, 


HONEST MEN 


All the causes that went to contribute to 
the fall in butter fat content could be removed 
without any additional expense and very little 
inconvenience to the producer. The acceptance 
of this amendment would leave them in a 
worse position than they would be 
without the bill at all. There was no question 
that the great Bata of milk producers were 
honest men, and nobody wanted to bring 
them into conflict with the Jaw, but every 
Senator must agree that there were 
also dishonest purveyors. Those were the 
people they wanted to catch. In that bill 
they wanted to provide against fraud. and to 
lay it down that, whatever the standard of 
fat content set by the Minister, that that. 
standard should obtain. If a cow could not 
give milk up to the standard decided on, 
that milk should not be sold. It was not one 
cow's milk that was tested, but the mixed 
milk of a herd, and the cows would all have 
to be under stsndard. 

Mr. WILSON asked why had not a bill 
been brought in like the one under discus: 
sion if the North and in England, where the 
regulations were in advance of ours. The 
farmers ought to have the justice that their 
case demanded. : 

Mr. COMYN said that the Parliamentary 
Secretary was, protecting. in. the present 
measure the little child that got half a pint 
of milk.

DANCE HALLS 


On the Committee stage of the Public 
Dance Halls Bill, 1934, Mr. 8. Robinson 
moved an amendment to the effect that the 
Act shall not apply in relation to public 
dancing in any recreation room which is 
managed or conducted under the authority 
of the Minister for, Defence or the Com- 
missioner of the Civic Guards. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he thought that 
the amendment was an ill-advised one and 
that there was no reason why the Guards 
and the Army should not be subjected to the 
same regulations as other sections of the 
public in conducting dances. ; 

Mr, RUTTLEDGF, Minister for Justice, 
said that the exemption would apply only to 
recreation dances by the Guards at the 
Depot. He thought that it would be absurd 
that a body enforeing the law should be 
asked to apply for permission to hold a 
recreation dance in a barrack room. 

The amendment was agreed to. 


FRUIT AND VEGETABLES 


Mr. CONNOLLY, Minister for Lands, 
moved : “That it is expedient that a tribunal 
be established for inquiring into the grading, 
packing and marketing of fruit and vegetables 
by the producers thereof; the facilities pro- 
vided by local authorities for the marketing 
of fruit and vegetables; whether the condi- 
tions under which these products are pre- 
pared for market are such as to affect ad- 
versely the returns obtained by the pro- 
ducers of those commodities; whether the 
sale of imported fruit and vegetables should 
be prohibited unless sold in packages or other 
containers, marked ‘imported’; to provide 
facilities which will secure to the producer 
an equitable return for fruit and vegetables, 
either by regulation of existing markets or 
by the provision and subsequent regulation 
of new markets, or by a system of direct 
dealing between producers and consumers.” 

Mr. BAGWELL said that the tribunal 
might do good, but it’ seemed to him that it 
also would :do a great deal of harm. All 
would depend upon the hnee on which the 
tribunal would be conducted. In his opinion, 
it should be composed of judicial persons. 

Mr. DILLON said that the transport of 
fruit and vegetables ehould come within the 
scope of the inquiry. 

Mr. COMYN said that he understood that 
the tribunal was to have power of inquiry 
into everything conriected with fruit, from 
the time it was plucked on the tree until it 
was sold, and the same wth vegetables. Such 
power should be within the power Of the 
tribunal. 

While they had the best of apples grown 
here, Irish apples were sold at one-third of 
the price of imported apples for the want of 
better grading and marketing. 


GRADING APPLES 


Miss K. BROWNE said that in parts of 
Wexford a good deal of attention was given 
to the growing of apples, which had been 
encouraged by the old Department of Agn- 
culture. Prices did not encourage people to 
spend time and money in grading. She wel- 
comed the setting up of the tribunal 
Mr. 8. BROWN said that the Minister 
should indicate where he expected to get 
evidence for the tribunal. He would be glad 
if profitable fruit-growing could be set up 
in the country. Limerick was one exteption 
in the Free State where fruit-growers properly 
graded and marketed their fruit. Their 
scheme was a magnificent success. 

The MacGILLYCUDDY OF THE REEKS 
said that a great deal vould be done in 
developing the fruit trade. He did not think 
they mn | get farmers and ordinary growers 
to grade apples unless they had in some way 
a guaranteed market.

REPRIMANDED 


PROFESSIONAL 
MISCONDUCT 


INVESTIGATION BY 
LAW SOCIETY 


From Our CorRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


Ireland, in the Nisi Prius Court, 
Belfast, to-day, received the report of 


he Lord Chief Justice of Northern 


the Statutory Committee of the Incorporated 
Law Sociey of Northern Ireland into charges 
of professional misconduct against Mr. Dawson 
Cotton, Belfast. 


Mr. Cotton submitted, and was reprimanded 


by the Lord Chief Justice, and ordered to pay 
the costs of the Statuto 


Committee. 
Mr. E. Warnock, K.C., on behalf of the 


Incorporated Law. Society, presented the 
report of the Statutory Committee. In 1952, 
he said, James M'‘Quoid brought an action 
against Mr. Cotton, claiming the sum of £850 
for work and labour done and money received. 
In the course of those proceedings an affidavit 
was made 
alleged that Mr. Cotton had employed him to 
carry out sales of property, and that there 
was an agreement to halve Mr. M Ouoid 8 
fees between them, and that Mr. Cotton did 
not give his client the benefit of the rebate.

The action came on for trial and was settled, 


the terms not being disclosed. His lordship 
having read the affidavit counsel had referred 
to, and not having seen any affidavit by Mr. 
Cotton denying the allegations, his lordshi 

thought that matters should be investigated.

the facts to the Incorporated Law Society so 
that they should investigate the matter.

On the third day of hearing matters had 
arisen which required explanation, and Mr. 
Cotton was given an opportunity to produce 
his books and any correspondence dealing 
with the matter at issue. When that informa- 
tion was given two further daysiwere devoted 
to the aw ig « The Statutory Committee 
investigated the matter very fully, indeed, 
and had before them a number of Mr. 
Cotton’s clients with reference thereto. 


RESULT OF INQUIRY 


The result of that inquiry was that in 
respect to the three charges which were 
set out in the affidavit of Mr, Pollock, the 
Statutory Committee found there was no 
prima facie case against Mr. Cotton But 
during the hearing of those particular charges 
it became apparent to the Statutory Coni- 
mittee that there was some strong evidence 
of a secret agreement between Mr. M'‘Quoid 
and Mr. Cotton in the matter. They were of 
opinion that if that secret agreement was 
proved it was a very serious matter. Having 
regard to the fact that in the affidavit there 
wus no specific charge with regard to that 
agreement, the Statutory Committee were 
doubtful whether they should investigate that 
matter, They reported to the Lord Chief 
Justice on the three matters in the affidavit, 
and subsequently Mr. Cotton and Mr. 
M‘Quoid agreed that the further matter 
should be investigated by the committee as 
if that charge had been included in the 
original complaint. 

The Statutory Committee held further sit- 
tings, and they found a prima facie case had 
been established in that further charge. 

Counsel went on to read in detail the re- 
ports of the Statutory Committee, and said 
that they acknowledge Mr. Cotton's willing- 
ness to facilitate the Law Society in the dis- 
charge of their duty, 

The Lord Chief Justice—What are your 
clients going to do? 

Mr. Warnock said that the view the Law 
Society took was that having regard to the 
fact that on the three main charges there 


had been no prima facie case found, but that 


there was a prima facie case on the second 
branch of the case that his lordship should 
reprimand Mr. Cotton. The Law Society 
had been put to a very great deal of expense 
in the matter, and they felt that whatever 
action his lordship took should include an 
order that Mr. Cotton pay the costs the 
committee -had incurred in the investigation. 


A DIFFICULT TASK 

Mr. E. 8. Murphy, K.C., who with Mr. 
Chambers appeared for Mr, Cotton, said that 
Mr.. Warnock had stated the facts fully and 
with his usual fairness. Mr, Cotton could not 
question the findings of the Statutory Com- 
mittee, but recognised that the committee 
had discharged its difficult and onerous task 
aud had given the very greatest care to its 
investigations. 

Mr. Cotton desired him to express his i 
great regret that in the course of the deal- 
ings between himself and Mr. M‘Quoid any- 
thing should have arisen that should amount 
to professional misconduct In the first in- 
stance he did not think it was quite obvious 
to his lordship that the matter related to 
business carried out by Mr. M‘Quoid as 
valuer to a firm of solicitors acquired by Mr, 
Cotton between 1926 and 1930, and that 
any arrangement about return of fees 
was long anterior to the correspond- 
ence, Prior to the action correspondence of 
a distinctly acrimonious character passed 
between the parties, in one letter of which 
charges of the very gravest character were 
made that fees returned had not been 
credited to his clients, On the three charges 
the committee had found that there was no 
prima facie case. With regard to the 


further charge the finding of the committee 
could not be disputed, and, as he had said, 
Mr. Cotton profoundly regretted that the ar- 
rangement between Mr. M‘Quoid and him- 
| self should have taken a form which the 
Statutory Committee thought amounted to 
something they considered dishonourable to 
Mr. Cotton as a professional man.

SOCIETY 


A TALK OVER THE 
WIRELESS 


T° unification of insurance in the Free 


State wus dealt with by Mr. R. 

Henderson, secretary of the National 
Health Insurance Society, in a broadcast talk 
from the Dublin Station last night. 

‘The National Health Insurance Act, 1933, 
said the speaker, was designed to unite 65 
societies and 16 branch societies into one 
national society, and its immediate objects 
were to prevent insolvency in some societies, 
to seek better administration in health in- 
surance and to establish benefits directly 
related to the uniform contribution of 
members. Unification tended to reduce the 
cost of administration; it removed the un- 
desirable features of approved societies, and 
the unified society was independent, attached 
only to its members and concerned only with 
their welfare. 

The Act had been revolutionary, therefore, 
and also inasmuch as it was the first truly 
native Act of its kind and was the first real 
break away from the British system. Although 
the Dail had assumed that three years would 
be needed for the unification to be completed, 
it had actually taken eleven months, which, 
considering the immensity of the task, was a 
great achievement. Delays had been com- 
plained of during that period, but these were 
in the main due to the failure of people to 
follow out the instructions of the society. 


4,000 CERTIFICATES DAILY 


At present a daily average of 4,000 certifi- 
cates reached the society each day, and the 
same number of cheques was issued. The 
interval between the receipt of the certificate 
and receipt of the cheque by the member 
averaged two days, except when an inquiry 
has to be made. 

National health insurance had come to 
them through a foreign Government, with its 
best featares absent, and instead of a blessing 
it was given a curse. Nevertheless, its 
principles were fundamentally Christian. 

The present scheme did not go far enough 
in scope and benefjts; it was too limited, and 
the. benefits were insufficiently related to the 
facts of the national life. It should extend 
to a much higher wage level and to every 
physical ill. The benefits should be enlarged 
so as to give the insured person the closest 
possible approximation to ihe normal income 
when it was most needed, 

It should not, however, be assumed that 
the National Health Insurance scheme was a 
failure. Since the establishment of the Free 
State over £8,000,000 had been paid in cash 
benefits and thousands of members had re- 
ceived benefits of other kinds. 

More could have been done had there been 
less non-compliance and a keener interest in 
the common funds. The contributors to the 
fund were the State (who paid two-ninths), 
the employer and the employé. The State 
never defaulted except when there was deli- 
berate and canandied failure or neglect by 
employers and employés to surrender 
stamped cards. 


THE COMMON GOOD 


The basic principle of National Health Tn- 
surance was that the benefits derived from 
the fund by members are “their proper 
own.” For the member there was no stigma 
of poverty, no stain, no shame, no fear, and 
no subservience in the rightful use of the 
funds, by which the State sought to promote 
the common good and the national well- 
being. But when a member drew benefit 


| wrongfully he was guilty of shameful steal- 


ing, and the theft was from the members 
generally, and in particular from the sick 
and disabled. This also was the crime of the 
employer who failed to gn his employés’ 
cards. Late surrender of cards added to the 
expense of administration and led to much 
inconvenience and delay. 

The speaker in penn to all employers and 
employés to make arrangements to see that 
all stamped cards were returned to the society 
immediately after the end of the half-year. 
Late stamping rendered the employer hable 
for any benefit of which the member might 
thereby be deprived, and the courts imposed 
suitable penalties when employers defaulted 
or employés defrauded. _ : 

Referring to the medical profession, Mr. 
Henderson said that once the basis oí the 
Act was understood no doctor would issue a 
certificate to any person who was not 
genuinely incapacitated for work. The 
unified society was convinced, he said, that 
it could rely on the ptm care of the pro- 
fession in preventing malingering as well as 
in its programme of “ better benefits, better 
health.” i i 

In many respects, said the speaker m con- 
clusion, the National Health Insurance scheme 
at present lacked the best features of social 
insurance abroad. It was capable of develop- 
ment if the nation took the interest. which 
those abroad took in their systems. Progress 
could be achieved by the full co-operation of 
all, and the State would assuredly do its part. 
The unified society was the first step in the 
more comprehensive system which would 
adequately protect the worker and his family 
against all the contingencies to which they 
were exposed. Listeners would find much to 
interest them as to what the unified society 
had achieved and what is possible for it in 
a journal which the society would yublish 
early in the new year. :

That was an extraordinary blot 
on an official publication: The Constitution 
was enacted as a schedule to the Constituent 
Act passed on 25th October, 1922, by the 
Third Dail sitting as a Constituent Assembly. 
lt was also necessary to recall that that 
Assembly was a Single Chamber Parliament, 
membership of which was not conditioned or 
‘yestricted by any test oath or declaration, 
and which did not act in combination or 
association with any other Chamber, body or 
person, Lord Lieutenant or Governor-General, 
and it was the Parliament to which the then 
Executive or Administration, including the 
Provisional Government, was responsible. The 


after the Constitution itself. i 
The Constituent Assembly, by Article 50, 
conferred on the Oireachtas certain restricted 
powers of altering the Constitution. But in 
the forefront of the Constituent Act, which 
the Oireachtas had no power to amend or 
repeal, it was declared that all lawful 
authority “comes from God to the people.” 
If any legislation of the Oireachtas, 1n- 
cluding any purported amendment of the Con- 
stitution, were to offend against that acknow- 
leged ultimate source—for instance, if it were 
to be repugnant to the natural law—such 
legislation would be necessarily unconstitu- 
tional and invalid, and, therefore, absolutely 
null, void and inoperative. He found it im- 
possible to reconcile with the natural law 
the vesting in three military officers of the 
Executive power to impose as punishment for 
any offence within the ambit of the Appendix 
to Article 2a, the penalty of death when- 
ever these three persons were of opinion it 
was expedient. The judicial power has beep 
acknowledged and declared to have come 
from God through the people to its appointed 
depository, the judiciary and courts of State. 
While they can fulfil that trust, dare anyone 
say that the natural law permits it, or any 
part of it, to be transferred to the Execu- 
tive or their military or other servants, 


THE REFERENDUM 


The Chief Justice next dealt with the 
restriction imposéd in the Constituent Act 
and in Article 50 of the Constitution, that 
amendments to the Constitution must be 
‘within the terms of the Scheduled 
Treaty,” or they would be void and in- 
operative. A treaty being simply an agree- 
ment between two countries, it was not furida- 
mentally immutable, and Article 50 must, 
consequently, be taken as having a certain 
flexibility. He discussed at length the pro- 
visions in the Constitution for the taking 
of a referendum within eight years, if 
demanded in the manner prescribed in Article 
47. and said that, after eight years, the 
Oireachtas were forbidden to make an amend- 
ment to the Constitution without referring 
‘it to the people for approval. By the 
Amendments No. 10 and No. 16, Acts of 
1928 and 1929, however, the Oireachtas pur- 
ported to amend the Constitution and to 
extend by a further eight years the exercise 
of their preliminary power. If that was 
lawful. it could be continued indefinitely, and 
ultimately even to the exclusion of the people 
from all voice in legislation and adminmistra-

‘VOID AND INOPERATIVE 


In his view, the only power of amend- 


ment of the Constitution, after the expiry 


f the term of eight years on 6th December, 
1930, was given by the Constituent Assembly

Under that power, it was 
clearly not lawful for the Governor-General 
to certify the passing into law, by signifying 
the King’s assent, of any bill purporting to 
amend the Constitution until the decision 
of the people by referendum had been 
declared. As No. 16 Amendment was not 
lawful, No. 17 Amendment had never become 
law. and was void and: inoperative, because 
it had never been submitted to a referendum, 
and the Oireachtas alone had not power to 
enact it. Parts of the new Article 2a were 
incapable of being validly enacted, as they 
were repugnant to natural law, and others 


were repugnant to principles postulated. Nf.

The Chief Justice said that the judgment 
of the Court in the Ryan case ruled: the 
present case, in so far as the matter of 
appeal was the same—the decision of the 
Court that the Constitution (Amendment 
No. 17) Act, 1931, is a valid Act, and that 
Article 2a is an amendment of the Constitu- 
tion within the power of amendment given 
by Article 50, governed this case also. 
Accordingly the decision of the Court against 
the applicants on this branch of their appeal 
followed, of course, and the cause shown 
against the conditional order of prohibition 
which was allowed by the High Court would 
stand allowed, and the appeal against the 
discharge of that order would, therefore, be 
dismissed. These applicants, however, relied 
upon other pasion in support of their 
application for an order of Aabeas corpus ad 
subjicendum, grounds which were not put 
forward in the application of Ryan and 
others, and were not, therefore, dependent 
on the decision in that case. At the hearing 
in August the Court was unanimously of 
opinion that the cause shown against’ the 
Order of Aabeas corpus on this branch of 
the case was not sufficient and should have 
been disallowed by the High Court, ‘The 
Supreme Court accordingly allowed the apres 
in this respect, discharged the Order of the 
High Court, made absolute the: Conditional 
Order of Aabeas corpus, and ordered the 
immediate release of the applicants from 
custody, but reserved a full statement of 
their reasons. 

While agreeing with these reasons as set 
forth in the opinion of Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan, the Chief Justice said that he 
had to add a few observations bearing par- 
ticularly on the estimate of the value set 
upon the liberty of the citizen shown in the 
administration of this amendment of the Con- 
stitution, and the urgent need of turning the 
searchlight of a court of law upon it in the 
public interest. The five applicants applied 
to the High Court for relief, stating wc A 
were detained in Mountjoy prison, of whic 
Mr. Sean Kavanagh was governor, and 
alleging that there was no lawful authority 
or warrant for their detention, 


FIVE PIECES OF PAPER 


“The Court made the usual conditional 
order of Aabeca corpus unless cause shown. 
The cause shown by Mr. Kavanagh was five 
ieces of printed paper, each purporting to 
a committal order of each of the five men, 
signed by a civil servant, the Secretary cf 
the Department of Defence, without even 
the purported authority of an Order of the 
Constitution (Special Powers). Tribunal, 
much less of any Court of Jaw.

LIBERTY OF THE CITIZEN 


There was no obligation on the Tribunal 
to have a hearing. within any fixed time. 
Accordingly, a construction favourable to the 
liberty of the citizen was to be preferred to 
one which must encroach upon such liberty.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL JOHN 


WARD 
Lieutenant-Colonel John Ward, who raised 
the Navvies’ Battalion during the War, died 
yesterday at his home at Weyhill, Hants, 
aged sixty-eight. Lieutenaut-Colonel Ward 
was working at the age of seven, and until he 
reached his twenty-fourth year was a navvy, 
With Mr. John Burns (afterwards Presi- 
dent of the Local Government. Board, and a 
member of the Privy Council) and Mr, Tom 
Mann, Ward challenged the right of the police 
to proclaim demonstrations in Trafalgar ‘ 
square illegal. Sir Charles Warren, with a 
strong force of police, attempted to prevent a 
demonstration, but Ward by a ruse got. 
through their ranks, and, while the police 
arrested him, his colleagues—Burns and

John Ward was nineteen years of age when 
he joined the Social Democratic Federation, 
and within four years he founded the Navvies’ 
Union. From 1906 to 1929 he sat in Parliament

Ward had 
been in the Army, and had served in the 


on the Curragh mutiny, he declared: 
“he Army must be absolutely loyal to the 
State, and answerable to the Government of 
the day.” 

Ward was in command of the 25th 
(Labour) Battalion Middlesex Regiment, 
bound for Hong Kong on the transport 
Tyndareus, during the War, when the ship 
struck a mine off the Cape. The official 
account described the conduct of the men 
as ‘‘ worthy of the tradition of the Birken- 
head,’’ which struck a reef and sank in the 
same lecality when carrying troops to the 
Cape in 1852.. The Emperor of Germany was 
so much impressed by the report that: he 
ordered it to be read on parade to every 
regiment in Prussia. It shower that. Ward's 
battalion was drawn up in lines ca deck, 
while the Tyndareus went down by the head, 
and so perfect was the. discipline that not 
a life was lost. Ward served afterwards in 
the campaign against the Bolsheviks. 


MR. AINSWORTH BARR 

The death of Mr. Ainsworth Barr, a well- 
known Belfast stockbroker, took place sud- 
denly yesterday at his residence, Ravenna, 
Malone Park, Belfast. Mr. Barr was ‘the 
youngest son of the late Mr. James Barr, 
and was educated at Methodist College, 
where he was a member of the school foot- 
ball team. He aiterwards played for 
Collegians, and was awarded his international 
cap against Wales in 1898. He was a member 
of the Triple Crown team in 1899, when he 
played against Scotland at: Edinburgh, and 
in 1901 he played against England and Scot- 
land. 

Mr. Barr was a partner in the stockbroking 
firm of W. F. Coates and Son, Belfast, the 
head of which was the late Sir William 
Coates, Bart., D.L., a former Lord Mayor 
of Belfast. 


MR. P. A. MCMANUS 

The death took place yesterday, after a 
brief illness, of Mr. Patrick A. McManus, 
Belmore street, Enniskillen, aged fifty-nine. 
Mr. McManus was Editor of the Fermanagh 
Herald. 

In 1891 he was election agent for Mr. 
Jeremiah Jordan, M.P., who was contesting 
Meath for the Parnellites. In 1897 he was 
associated with Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., in 
founding the first Nationalist newspaper in 
County Fermanagh, the Fermanagh News, 
ublished in Ballyshannon. He had been 
tditor also of the Ulster Herald at Omagh, 
and m 1917 of the Catholic Herald, Man- 
chester. He was a member of the Regional 
Education and Library Committees of County 
Fermanagh, and vice-president of the Ennis- 
killen branch of the Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul. 

He leaves a widow and four children.

NEW BILL TO BE 
_ INTRODUCED 


MINISTER WARNS”

BELFAST, Wedn ‘ 
Early in the New Year the poe áÓl 
Government will introduce a bill to provide 
a comprehensive scheme of rail and road 
transport co-ordination. ‘his scheme, which 
will be more extensive than any which has 
been introduced in the British Isles, will be 
an attempt to solve the conflicting interests 
of rail and road transport, and at the same 
time secure the public against excessive fares 
and goods rates. The schenie will be based 
largely upon the report of Sir Felix Pole, 
who conducted an exhaustive inquiry into 
Northern Ireland. transport conditions. He 
recommended the creation of a Road ‘Trans- 
port Board to acquire all road services 
carrying passengers and goods on terms 
which, if not agreed, should be settled. by an 
arbitration tribunal, the railways to continue 
to work under their separate ownership, all 
earnings, alter payment of working expenses, 
of both the Road Transport Board and the 
railway companies to be paid into a common 
fund, which will be divided between the rail- 
way companies and the Koad ‘l'ransport 
Board on the basis of earnings of the road 
transport companies for the year 1932 and 
on the basis of the average earnings of each 
railway for the years 1924 and 1933. 


AN APPEAL BODY 


Under this plan the railways and the Road 
Transport Board are to be completely free to 
afford such facilities and charge rates and 
fares that will be fixed by a standing joint 
committee, which is to supervise and regulate 
the operation of road and rail transport. A 
Transport Appeal ‘lribunal, he suggested, 
should be constituted, to which members of 
the public will be able to appeal in respect 
of the facilities afforded, or not afforded. and 
the rates and fares charged on the railways 
and road services. Under the scheme, it 1s 
calculated, each form of transport will get 
the maximum remuneration without having 
that. amount reduced by the wasteful expendh- 
ture involved in wunnece:°arv competition, 
while the public will yet the maximum 
transport facilities at lowest possible cost. 
The Northern Minister of Home Aflairs 
(Sir Dawson Bates) in an interview to-day 
stated :— 


MINISTER’S WARNING 


“Considerable progress has been made in 
working out a draft scheme in detail, but a. 
number of important and difficult pointe still 
remain to be investigated and setthd, and 
much remains to be done before a coriplete 
scheme can be produced. 

“In dealing with a matter involving such 
complications and td on such a diversity 
of interests, very careful examination of the 
problems arising is necessary before a 
decision is arrived at. 

“Some uncertainty exists among those 
carrying on transport businesses as to how 
they should conduct their business in the 
meantime, and I desire to make it known 
that they should carry on in the same way 
as they have dene hitherto. Where it has 
been the practice to make contracts for the 
coming summer in advance, the same course 
should be pursued. Proper contracts made 
in the ordinary course of business will be 
taken over when the undertaking is acquired 
by the Board. :: 
““As regards new ‘vehicles, great caution 
should be exercised in this respect: [If a 
vehicle forming part of a fleet is worn out 
and is due to be scrapped and the immediate 
provision of a new vehicle is essential for the 
efficient carrying on of the business, having 
regard to the traffic offering, then there is 
no objection to the acquisition of a suitable 
vehicle, but owners should be careful to 
avoid any unnecessary purchase or expansion 
of their fleets. By efficient organisation the 
present numbers of vehicles can deal with a 
much larger traffic than is dealt with at 
resent, and it is.most important that the 
ard should not be burdened with a surplus 
of vehicles, and, therefore, I urge the greatest 
caution in the purchase of vehicles. * 


COMPENSATION 


Finally, I wish to give a word of warning 
against speculation of any kind in road trans- 
port undertakings at the present time. We 
shall: be very careful not to allow any burdens 
to be placed upon the transport users, passen- 
gers or freight, either directly or indirectly, 
by speculators. 

We want everyone whose business. is 
acquired to receive compensation; that is fair 
and reasonable, but we shall take every 
ssible precaution to see that values are not 
inflated by speculation or otherwise, nor shall 
we make any provision for compensation for 
those who come into the business for the first 
time in anticipation of the change after the 
intentions of the Government were made 
known, 


Emphasising the Administration’s deter- 
mination to go ahead with its campaign for 
cheaper power, President Roosevelt yester- 
day indicated that he is prepared to loan 
Federal funds to New York City and other 
municipalities for the construction of muni- 
cipal power plants, if investigations prove 
that they can be operated more cheaply than 
by private companies.

Writin ng on this sub ject in the Weekly Irish 
Twmes, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
Some years ago in a Dublin suburb a com- 
plaint. was lodged by a person against 
some neighbours who kept fowl. An in- 
a was made by the local Council’s 
tor, who reported that he could find 
noth ing to which objection could be taken, 
as the fowl-housos, etc., were well kept 
and clean, and, as none of the other 
neighbours objected to the fowl being 
kept, their owner was allowed to keep 
them in. 

There is no doubt that nowhere is strict 
cleanliness more necessary than in the 
back garden occupied by fowl, and it is 
only when all are brought to realise this 
that restrictions will be withdrawn. Back- 

» yard owners should be very careful sag ie 
try and keep more fowl than the 
comfortably house. A dozen wel ae 
birds will pay far better than trying to 
keep double the number in cramped 
quarters. Perches can be placed length- 
wise in the roosting house, and should be 
lft. from the back of the house and from 
each other. Allow eight inches of perch 
fer a hen or pullet and twelve inches for 
a cock.
